Outside Awaiting Pope's 
Blessing Sunday 
HE'S PROGRESSIVE 


ROME, Feb. 13.—Sixty thousand 


witnessed the coronation of Pope Plus 
XI. while nearly 200.000 waited outside 
for the pontifical blessing. 


There is a feeling of expectation as 


to whether the new pope will reject 
traditions. 
Every sovereign 
pontiff 


has immured himself in the 
Vatican 


during the tenure of office. It is re- 
garded as highly possible that Pope 
Pius XI will up-at 
this 
tradition. 


Hitherto the popes have chosen for 
their sleeping chamber an apartment 
looking into the beautiful Vatican gar- 
dens.-—The new pontiff has selected 
a room looking out over the city of 
Rome. 


It is certain there will be objections 


on the part of many members of the 
sacred college of cardinals if the pope 
begins to upset the old and accepted 
forms of the Vatican. However, Pius 
XI has already shown he Is a man of 
inflexible purpose once his mind is 
made up 


Pope Pius XI has solemnly promised 


that a pope never again shall be elect- 
ed without participation of American 
cardinals in the conclave, it was re- 
vealed todav by Cardinal O'Connell, of 
Boston. The Boston prelate told the 
International News Service he had an 
audience with Pius after coronation 
ceremonies. 


"The pontiff repeated to 
me 
the 


conversation he had with 
Cardinal 


Daugherty of Philadelphia on Satur- 
day; that he will take 
immediate 


steps to amend conclave regulations," 
said Cardinal O'Connell. 


"The pope desires that the regula- 


tions be changed to allow sufficient 
time for cardinals in the United States 
Canada and Australia to arrive here 
for the balloting."

Becoming confused by the ap- 


proach of the two trains, he probably 
jumped in fiont of the westbound pas- 
senger. It was not yet d.iyllght when 
the accident happened. 


Immediately after the 
train had 


struck Duplago. it was stopped and the 
conductor notified nearby section men 
that a man was struck and killed by 
his train. The section men secured a 
hand car and took Duplago'a body to 
Conesville. They notified Mr, Davvson 
of the Dawson undertaking establish- 
ment in Conesville. who lives in Co- 
shocton. Mr. Dawson in turn notified 
the People's 
undertaking 
establish- 


ment and the People's ambulance 
went to Conesville and brot the body 
to the People's morgue on Walnut and 
Sixth-sts, where the body was prepar- 
ed for burial. 


Had it not been for an envelope In 


Duplago's clothes, on which was writ- 
ten his name, it is likely that the body 
would not have been Identified. His 
body was severed at the stomach. The 
top of his head wo*, tiut-off

Feb. 13.—Republi- 
can leaders of the senate and house 
were depending today upon President 
Harding to pull them out of the mud- 
dle In which they are floundering In 
trying to find a .way to raise money for 
a soldiers' bonus. 


Further considerntion "f the pro- 


posed bonus tax program framed by 
the house ways and means commit- 
tee was suspended ponding an expect- 
ed decision by the president as to 
whether short term government bonds 
may be employed instead ot direct 
taxation to finance the veterans' com- 
pensations. 


One of the most Important develop- 


ments today was the 
t>lan of tho 


agricultural bloc to propose thr- re- 
enactment of thf excess profits tax to 
help straighten out tho tax muddle 
which is holding up the bonus bill 


Senators identified with the bloc, 


declared that It was estimated that 
$600,000.000 
or 
much 
more than 


enough to take care of the initial in- 
stallment of tho soldier's bonus, would 
be made available if the excess profits 
tax, repealed b> the new revenue law, 
were re-established. 


The proprsnl of th« "bloc" Is cer- 


tain to be bitterly opposed by Sena- 
tors like Smoot of Utah who believes 
that a sales tax is the practical way 
to provide the enormous revenue ne- 
cessary to finance the bonus. On the 
other hand, the "bloc" Is Bet against 
a sales tax, as well as against what 
Its members declare 
as 
the 
"poor 


man's taxes " 


Senator Srnoot is prepared to wage 


another determined fight against any 
further tax burdens 
being imposed 


upon business 
Ho would oppose the 


re-enactment of the excess profits tax 
just as he Is opposing the pioposal 
of the Republican majority of the 
ways and means committee for an 
increased tax on capital stock and 
the undistributed profits of corpora- 
tions. 


The special joint committee of the 


senate finance and the house ways 
and means committee—Senators Me- 
Cumber and Srnoot and Representa- 
tives Longworth and Copley—was In 
an apparent deadlock when it went 
Into session today. If this committee 
finds It is unable, to agree on the 
bonus tax schedule adopted by the 
ways and means committee, Its mem- 
bers may suggest the abandonment 
of the house tax plan and the sub- 
mission of a bond issue or some other 
method of raising the necessary reve- 
nue. 


The country already over-burdened 


by taxation is certainly in no position 
to bear such additional heavy bur- 
dens as have been proposed, Senator 
Smoot said today. 


"I will never consent to their ad- 


option. We should face the situation

voked a stormy session of the senate 
foreign 
relations 
committee

when the members began a prelimin- 
ary survey of the new international 
agreements

For nearly two hours 
a 
heated 


discussion of the various provisions 
of the Pacific pact and the committee 
finally adjourned until Thursday with- 
out any agreement being reached as to 
which of the seven conference treaties 
should be acted upon first. 


It had been anticipated the naval 


treaty, as promising the least opposi- 
tion 
would 
be considered first, but 


several of the senate itreconcilables 
who are members of the committee in- 
sisted that the Pacific treaty be taken 
up before any of the others. 


A preliminary survey of the work 


of the armament conference and a 
study of the seven treaties which are 
the tangible results of its deliberations 
were begun today by the senate for- 
eign relations committee. 


Altho consideration of the tieaties 


begins 
under 
circumstances which 


senators of both parties 
attribute 


largely to the favorable impression 
created by the address of President 
Harding In submitting the pacts, it 
was indicated there will be no undue' 
haste in securing the senate's ratifica- 
tion of the new international agree- 
ments. 


No decisions except as to the order 


In which the various pacts should be, 
considered and acted on were antici- 
pated. 


It is thot the naval treaty will be, 


first to be acted on. The desire of the 
committee members to first familiar-! 
ize themselves with all the 
complex i 


details of the different treaties before > 
being called on to pass final judge-' 
ment upon them will probably pre- 
clude any immediate action on them.

traditions. 
Every sovereign 
pontiff 


has immured himself in the Vatican 
during the tenure of office. It is re- 
garded as highly possible that Pope 
Plus XI will uprat

tradition. 


Hitherto the popes have chosen for 
their sleeping chamber an apartment 
looking into the beautiful Vatican gar- 
dews.— -The new pontiff has selected 
a room looking out over the city of 
Rome. 


It is certain there will be objections 


on the part of many members of the 
sacred college of cardinals if the pope 
begins to upset the old and accepted 
forms of the Vatican. However, Pius 
XI has already shown he is a man of 
inflexible purpose once his mind

made up.

hawk against hunting knife.

Cornstalk vias too good a general for 
that nnd the Americans pnld dearly 
for every foot of ground they won. 
That nlcht Lewis held possession of 
the battlefield, but he had won it at a 
terrible coat—75 men killed and 140 
wounded. 
Andy Lewis and his bor- 


derers had won the greatest Indian 
bcttJe In early American history. 


Andy Lewis did not have a chance 


to make a name for hlnwlf In the 
War of the Revolution which soon fol- 
lowed. 
Ho was passed over for gen- 


orals of less ability and he died In 
1780, 
an embittered, broken-hearted 


old man. The fafe of his opponent, 
Cornstalk, had also been a sad one. 
In 1777 he came to n fort on the Ohio 
on a friendly mission. He was arrest- 
ed nnd thrown Into prison.

there the (rreat Shawnee leader was 
treacherously murdered by n mob of 
soldiers In revenge for the death of a 
comrade who had been killed by In- 
dians.
